What Americans Bid In Pekin, 


PJLKIN, August 15, VIA CHE-Foo, Aug- 


ust 22.—The Americans breached three 
gates before the imperial palace and 
occupied the approaches to the last 
wall. Capt. Eeilly of Battery F, Fifth 
United States artillery, and five pri- 
vates were killed and sixteen wounded. 
During the afternoon, the Americans 
returned to camp, to attend a confer- 
ence between the generals, whereupon 
the Russians occupied the approaches. 
Capt. Reilly stood on the wall, direct- 
ing his battery, when a bullet struck 
liira in the month, instantly killing 
him. 
The battery hammered the gates 


until they fell. Meanwhile, the infan- 
try cleared the streets and walls, where 
the Chinese soldiers stubbornly resist- 
ed. The fighting was close and sharp. 
A French battery, which was shelling 
the approaches, narrowly missed the 
Americans. General Ohafiee and Mr. 
Conger are conferring regarding the 
situation. The Americans who were 
killed, besides Capt. Eeilly, were Rob- 
ert E. Walsh, John O. W. Simpkins, 
James 0. Hall, Russell T. Elliott, tfames 
B, Weaver and Edward B. Mitchell.

tftiice '{.'{thin the schedule time. Nowa- 
days tjiu railroads don't, allow many min- 
utes for the passenger*, and erow to get oil 
and shl.iot jack rabbits, and the driver of a 
fast try In over n, division bus his mind i'u'l 
all thoJlmc without going behind tho tend- 
er andj worrying about whnt is going to 
happen to tho passengers it' there is a 
smash^ up. 


"Then thero is the mechanical part o£ 


tho giimc to keep your thoughts oil' tho 
passengers, 'llow much eotil is your fire- 
man burning*1' 'Could we pull up that 
hill if burning less coal or bavo time by 
crowding on the steam going down hill?' 
Kvery engineer wants to got tho maximum 
timotufct of speed out of his engine and 
burn a, minimum amount of coal, lie 
can't think about that and thu passengers, 
too, and bo he lets the passengers slide aud 
tako csiro of themselves. 


"You will hear them talk about, tho 


'drawn, pet face of the engineer as h« 
climbs into his cab.1 Does my face look 
drawn or sot? I guess not. And I have 
been pulling railroad ears for the last "iO 
years. 
Do you know t ho thing that, wor- 


ries me when I crawl up into that old 
jumping jack of miner It's how I am 
going to start tho last coach. 


"I can get tho luggage car started all 
right aud the smoker, and after consider- 
able yanking tho two dny coaches mo\ u 
along all pleasant, and friendly, but it doe ; 
seem as if I never could get that, onory old 
sleeper coming. She, just sags back and 
refuses to budge. That's what's turning 
my hair gray when the passengers back 
thero are pitying mo .so much because I 
am having nervous prostration 
about 
them. 


"I do not mean to say that nn engineer 


who is true to his duty does not worry 
when thero is actual cause for it, nor that 
he will not hang to his post until ho hn:; 
had tho life mangled out of him, if he 
thinks it will do.auy.good. There are too 
many caries tin record where loeomotiu 
drivers have sacrificed their1 lives^ but I 
mean to say that the popular notion that. 
engineers stay awake nights dreading 1 he 
responsibility before them is all wrong 
They get just as hardened to the work and 
callous to tho dangers as a circus per- 
former, and they think no more of the 
risks that they arc taking. 


"I know of drivers now hauling freight 


trains who regularly go to sleep over cur- 
tain sections of their run. 
Most of them 


are worked overtime, and when they COMIC 
to a hill they let the machine run down 
and snatch a wink or two of sleep before i* 
strikes the level. 
That's tho only \w»y 


they can catchup, and I'll bet dollars to 
doughnuts there are do/ens of men on t li > 
road who have slept in their cabs today.''

, William Ughtfoot VU&chcr has an In- 
teresting article aboxit Oplo Read, the 
novelist, in The Woman's ipLojne Compan- 
ion, In tho course of which he sajs: 


"Those who read Opio Hejid's books 


may thhifc they have some idea of tho 
man's mentality, but-it cannot bo obtain- 
ed in that way. One must bo personally 
acquainted with him. He is one of the 
uffost interesting conversationalists to be 
met in a lifetime. Association with him 
is a literary school, and yet he does not 
'talk shop.' JIo seems to have read every- 
thing— and-remembered it. He shows 
this in his everyday* conversation and 
without tho slightest pedantry or affecta- 
tion.

He loves literature, but would not allow 
tho gicutest author in the world to read a 
manuscript to him. Ho is actually more 
fond of music than any other man I ever 
r,awand knows not a note of it, though ho 
will catch an air tho first time ho hears it, 
llo loves art, especially in painting, but ho 
doesn't evon^vrito a good hand, llo is an 
ardent admiror of women, but (loos not 
dance attendance upon thorn 
Vrithal he 


is groat in body, mind and soul."

DEATH OF LOUIS XV. 


Cbe King Died of tho Most Vlruleut Form 


- of Smallpox. 


"Mario Antoinette as Dauphlno" is tho 


title of an article by Miss Anna L. Bit-k- 
nell in Tho Century. 
Miss Bickncll savs: 


On April 28, 1774, Louis XV felt tho 


first symptoms of illness while at Triauun, 
his favorite summer palace adjoining "Ver- 
sailles, to which ho returned immediately. 
During the night of tho 20^h tho charac- 
teristic eruption of smallpox appeared in 
its worst form. With admirable devoted- 
ness tho king's daughters caino to his bod- 
side, notwithstanding tho dreadful danger 
of contagion, and remained there dny and 
night till his death. Mario Antoinette 
hud asked admittance to his room, but, 
for verj1 evident reasons, neither tho heir 
apparent nor his wife was allowed to 
breatho an atmosphere so dangerous that 
more than 50 persons took tho smallpox 
merely from having crossed tho gallery be- 
fore thu door of tho king's room. M. de 
Letorieres took the disease fatally, merely 
through having opened tho door to look at 
thu king for two minutes. 


Regardless of danger, the archbishop of 


Paris came to Versailles. Ho was anxious 
to secure tho means of repentance and a 
Christian death to tho wretched sirinor, 
but, at tho same time, bVdeclared that ho 
would not allow tlie last sacraments of 
the church to bo administered to the dying 
uum unless Mmc. du Barry were pre\ ious- 
ly dismissed from the imlaee. On tho 
4th of May the IJuehosso d'Aiguillon took 
her to a country house belonging to the 
Uuo d'Aiguillon. There was consequently 
no further obstacle to tho administration 
of tho last rites of the church. Shortly 
afterward hi.s condition became more 
alarming and it A\a.s c\ident that the end 
was at hand. 


The courtiers crowded in the large room 


called tho "SalJe do 1'CKil de Bocnf." 
where they habitually awaited the king's 
pleasure. The carnages were in readiness 
to take the royal family to Choisy. Alight- 
ed candle placed in tho window of tho 
king's apartment \\us to bo extinguished 
as the signal for departure, which tlie feiir 
of contagion, in addition to other consul 
erationt), caused to bo impatiently expect- 
ed 


The candle was extinguished. The groat 


clock was stopped at the fatal hour—: 
p. m. It was tho 10th of May, 1771. Th 
rush of the courtiers, with a m>iso liki 
thunder, as they hastened to pay homage 
to the new sovereign, was tho first an 
noiincomeiit of tho great event to tin 
young heir and his wife. Louis XVI am; 
Marie Antoinette burst into tears and witl 
a joint impulse foil on their knees, ox 
claiming: "Ood help us and protect us 
We arc too young to reign!" Tho kin 
was not. yot.'.'U; the queen was in her iiiiio- 
teont h year. 


M mo. do Xoaillos came into tho room 


where they had remained together in se- 
clusion and anxious expectancy and ad- 
dressing them by their now titles, boggi d 
them to recohe tho dignitaries who had 
come to pay homage to the king and 
cmoon. 
The queen appeared leaning on 


the king's arm; \\ceping bitterly, sho ro 
ceivcd the first visits ol the royal family 
and tho principal olhYials, but tho physi- 
cians urged the necessity of immediate de- 
parture. 
Tho carriages wore ready and 


the whole court sot off foi Choisy, leaving 
the wretched remains of the late sovereign 
to the care of sen ants and workmen. Tin. 
unfortunate man who soldered tho lead 
collin diod within 2t hours. Tho body 
was taken to St. Denis, tho burial place 01 
tho kings of France, during the following 
night, with a military escort, followed bj 
the execration of the populace loudly ex- 
pressed on the way. Tho scandalous reign 
of Louis XV was ended; a new reign was 
beginning.

The report 
that he had confessed spread rapidly, and 
last nifjht a mob gathered. Not believing 
the statement of the uheriff that Pock 
had been sqnt out of the city, the crowd 
went committees through the city prison 
alul the county jail to search for Peck. 


*J'ho .search proving fruitless, the mob 


gathered >'i front of the Hty pri-sou,- 
whore the mayor tried to induce them to 
disperse. Some one fired a sJiot tit the 
prison. Other shots followed, and foi! a 
few |ninute.s there were terrible stvnes. 
"jj'wo persons were killed by bullets and 
jjt'veral badly woupded, at least one of 
•Uie hitter fatally. 


At 1 o'clock riot held full sway in front 


of the city bnildiiiK-s in which is located 
the city prison. Columbia hall was burti- 
t-d to the ground, and the city building 
was set on lire. The tire department was 
called out, but was nibble to do .much 
tvoik, as one fireman hud been shot, and 
the rowdies cut the hose at every oppor- 
tunity. 


At 1:30 ail the officers who had been 


iieuned up in the city building for two 
hours e.scapcil through a rear window and 
(ran for their lives. 
The mob wan yet 


firjjiC on the citj biiikliiij;, and the militia 
had been culled for. 
One fireman whose 


name cannot be learned was shot and 
will probably die. The mob was nutking 
for the firemen, and as fast as lines of 
iio.se were htretched the hose was cut. 


Arthur K. Sprascue was carried from 


the street, shot hi the head. 
A man 


named Park Stair was shot in the leg. 
It was thought that IN'> le^w thnn a dozen 
persons had been wounded in the mid- 
night attack ou the city building. 
The 


mob commenced to cut the electric light 
wires. 


At 1 : 45 a. in. dynamite was being used 


in front 6f the city building. 
The first 


charge smashed all the windows in the 
city building and iliiKmucli other damage. 
All prisoners have been released trom 
the city prison. The crowd Uneaten to 
destroy the citj building with dynamite.

They have places for every- 
thing, u place fear a dress suit and com- 
partuicuts for other suits, -a compartment 
for hats and another for shoes, a place for 
shirts and A place for neckwear, a tH vision 
for u dressing case, aud so oil, Lu such a 
trunk aiuau. could carry everything ho 
might require for wear on either business 
or social occasions and lii supply sufficient 
for a trip of some duration. 


Ho would bave also a number of travel- 


Ing bugs of different sizes, a dress suitcaso 
and other trunks, all these for use as they 
might be needed. If ho weut in for hunt- 
ing, for instance, he would have a trunk 
to curry his guns aud bis hunting outfit, 
but the general fact remains that the aver- 
age American likes to get his baggage into 
tho most compact form possible aud the 
smallest number of pieces. 


There are,; however, men who do not 


thus limit themselves, who, for example, 
carry their shirts in a case especially mado 
for the purpose. Shirt cases are made of 
solo leather and to carry one do/en or two 
dozen sJbirts each. Shirt cases aro still n 
decidedly exceptional article of baggage, 
but a manufacturer of fine trunks and 
traveling equipments , said that he had 
niiulo more shirt cases this year than ever 
before. 


Some men also carry their boots and 


shoes for riding and walking in trunks, 
luudo especially for that purpose, with sep- 
arate compartments for each pair. Thcro 
aro men living in various cities and towns 
outsido of New York, some of them hun- 
dreds of miles away, who not only buy 
their shirts here, but who send them back 
hero regularly to be laundered. 
This is 


done here better than anywhere else in tho 
country, for tho simple reason that tho 
best laundry workers aro found here. 
Somo men who send -their shirts to New 
York to be laundered buy bore trunks 
made especially for th'e purpose and hold- 
ing Us o or bis dozen shirts each. — New 
York Sun.

Origin of tlie Legend on Coins of tho 


. United States. 


Director Preston of tho mint has been 


asked so yttfn nlxmt tho origin of the leg- 
end on the coins of this country, "la God 
Wo Trust," that ho hits made a statement 
of the results of his reset)relies. 


So far as the department records show, 


the first suggestion for tlie recognition of 
the deity on the coins of the U uited State1* 
was made by M. R. Watkinson of Ridley- 
ville, ljn,, who signed himself "Minister 
of the Uofinel," in a letter dated Nov. 10, 
1801. 
He wroto to Secretary Chase some- 


what as"folioWB: "You are probably » 
Christian. What if our republic were now 
shattered beyond reconstruction f \Vould 
not the antiquaries of succeeding centuries 
rightly reason from our past that we wore 
n heathen nation? What I propone is, that 
instead of tlie Goddess of Liberty wo shall 
ha%e next int>ldo tho 13 stars-u ring in- 
scribed with the words 'perpetual union;' 
within this rim* the all seeing eye, crown- 
ed with a halo; beneath this eye tho 
American flag, bearing in its fleld stars 
equal to the number of states united. 
In 


the folds of the bars the words, 'God, Lib- 
erty, Law.' This would make a beautiful 
coin, to whicli no possible citizen could 
object. This would relieve us from tin- ig- 
nominy of heathenism. This would placo 
us openly under the divine protection wo 
hiive personally claimed. From my ho:irt 
I have felt our national shame ill disown 
ii\K 1'iul as not the least of our present na- 
tional disasters. To you llrst, I address u 
subject that must be ugitatod." 


Secretary Chase w as impressed \v ith the 


RUKKctition an(l moved in the matter, so 
that "an act was passed April 22, 18( 
changing the composition of the 1 cent 
pieoo and authorizing tho coinage of the S3 
cent piece, the devices of which wore t<> be 
fixed by the director of the mint, with the 
approval of tho secretary of the treasury, 
and it is upon the 2 cent bronze piece that 
tho motto, ' In God Wo Trust,' llrst ap- 
peared." The legend was ordered on 
other coins by subsequent acts, and final- 
ly, in 1873, it was ordered to be inscribed 
on such coins as admit of it.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. 


Tlie Court's Advice.

They Co 'to the Theater, the Opera and 
the Parks,' and .Soine of Them Travel] 
Marvin Clark, the Blind Journalist. 


A blind man's life'is by no means v ith- 


out its joys. His daj'8 aro not spent in. 
sight less sorrow. He |ias his pleasures, till 
the keener' perhaps .because he is deprived 
of the great one of looking at jjeople and 
tilings. 
Marvin It. Clark, who is known 


among his friends as the blind journalist, 
believes that the joys far outweigh the sor- 
rows in the lives of thoso born blind or de- 
prived of sight. 


"A general opinion prevails among peo- 


ple who can see, "he said, "that when a. 
person becomes blind.ho becomes helpless. 
That idea is the greatest handicap a blind 
man has to contend against and his great- 
est task is to wear it away. 
Blind people 


are just as self reliant and just as bravo as 
people who can(stsu. 


"You usk mo how tho blind inan amus- 


es himself, what joy he finds in life. A 
blind man amuses himself just like ono 
who can seo-^-aeQordiBg ^p his tastes, pro- 
vided he .hap the money, 'it is nine years 
since I became totally blind and -in all 
that time I have found my greatest source, 
of recreation in my literary \\ ork. 1 have 
continued to write fiction and special sto- 
ries for papers in and, out of town. 
Since 


I returned, from the Bermudas I've writ- 
ten two couiedie^ and a novel of 330,000 
words and in till of this work 'I've' found 
the keenest pleasure. 


"Many blind men are very fond of tho 


theater. 1 seldom go on account of my ill 
health, but when I do I enjoy it thorough- 
ly. Of course I can't see the beautiful 
wonery and costumes or watch the facial 
expressions of the players, but I get much 
pleasure from tho play just tho same, 
though I wouldn't if 1 went alone. 1 al- 
ways go with a friend and obtain my en- 
joyment almost entirely through him,'just 
as a iM'rson who can see partakes of tho 
enjoyment .of a companion. There is it 
bond of sympathy between two persons 
who aro friends, and tho pleasure felt by 
ono communicates itself to the other. It 
ip different with tho opera, and I got a 
sense Of enjoyment out of that, all my 
own, 
which can never come from a play 


or any speaking part. A blind man usual- 
ly possesses all of his other senses, anil 
they improve to a degree that compensates 
in a measure for the loss of sight, llis 
sense of taste grows stronger, and lie is 
able to enjoy his food more. 
The touch 


becomes liner, and he is better able to ap- 
preciate tho texture of objects. 
Tho hear- 


ing is rendered moru acute, and I ha\e not 
the slightest doubt that people who aro 
blind hear sweet sounds that aro never 
heard by men who can see. However, tho 
other .senses are never so strengthened as 
to offset the loss of sight. 
If I had it, 1 


would willingly, eagerly give the wealth of 
all tho world to recover my sight, and any 
other blind man will toll you the wuno 
thing. 1 can't see anything that is beau- 
tiful. 
A flow er is given to me, and 1 am 


told that it is beautiful, but I cannot see 
its beauties for myself. 1 can only touch 
and smell it. Somo one tells me that a 
magnificent building is going up. I ean 
only ask what stylo of architecture it is, 
how many stories high, what material is 
being used, and soon, and then picture in 
my mind what it looks like. I can't enjoy 
a beautiful bit of scenery, a MJSSL-! on tho 
water, the facial expressions of those to 
whom 1 talk. I can only bo told about 
these things and sec them in imiigination, 
which is more often wrong than right. 


"Wo blind people mako a great many 


mistakes, especially concerning the per- 
sonality of those we meet. 
Of course we 


judge a man largely by his voice. For in- 
stance, if I meet a man with a full, deep 
voice, I immediately picture him to myself 
as being a tall, stout fellow, middle aged, 
with black hair, u full black beard and 
very well dressed. 
iS'ine times out of ton 


if I ask for a description of him after he is 
gone some one says, 'Oh, he's a little chap, 
with it little sandy mustache, about ~5 
years old and very shabbily dressed.' 


"There are thrac sources from vhich a 


blind man can derive almost as much 
pleasure as one who sees. They are walk- 
ing, driving and traveling. None of us is 
too poor to walk and many blind men arc 
brave enough to walk about the city 
stieets alone. Others, who are totally 
blind, aro too nervous to d<? this. 
The 


great majority of persons said 10 be blinci 
are not totally blind. 1 am. 


"Nearly every blind man enjoys a long 


walk through the park in summer 01 
along one of the avenues in winter. He 
feels the beauty and life and motion about 
him, and that is more than a great many 
who see these things do. The blind enjoy 
driving just as much as they do-jvtdk 
and I am sure that tho blind man who can 
afford to keep his own turnout or hire one 
every day is much better in health and 
spirits, 
i' 
"It will bo hard for you who sco to bo- 


lievc that a blind man can get any pic;vs- 
ure out of tra\eling in strange countries, 


suppose. 
Well, he can. 
I spent eight 


months in Bermuda, and I never enjoyed 
a stay anywhere as I did that trip. It 
was far more beautiful to mo than any 
place 1 ever visited before I lost my sight. 
The descriptions 1 had read of the place 
were not equal to nature in any way. My 
enjoyment was in tho climate and in the 
peculiarities of the people. I knew that 
they were out of the usual by their conver- 
sation and by the descriptions that I heard. 
Most people think that the blind aro in- 
clined to draw themselves into their shells, 
to grow morose and cynical. I am a mem- 
ber of tho Press club and.used to go there 
i* great deal once. When Colonel Cockcrill 
was president, ho often said to me: 
" 'Marvin, you are the happiest man 1 


know,' and he wondered at it. One day 
he said to me, 'How do your thoughts 
tend? Were you never downhearted?' 
" 'Yes, colonel/I answered. 'No hu- 


man being was ever so downhearted as I 
was during the five years I felt my sight 
going from me. It was like passing 
through the dark valley of the shadow of 
death. When I looked at things, 1 would 
say, "This may l>e my last look." I went 
about the city looking sit certain houses 
and places. I looked at objects about my 
room, I looked at the people I loved, real- 
izing that my sight was fading day by 
day and tried to burn certain pictures on 
my brain. I was most miserable. On 
Thanksgiving morning, 1888, the last ves- 
tige of sight faded, and" when my mother 
came Into my room I said, "Mother, It has 
all gone."

"tors' to prime ministers. Now, imlitivr; 
discipline is a good thing up to a certain 
point, but there is a -point in soldie 
training 'where the recrtlit -ceases to be a 
citizen and thinks only as a govcrnmcn 
tol atom. Tr.is is peculiarly the case ir 
Germany. 
The government llr&t convert 


£ts citizens into military machines am 
then places these automata in positions o 
political responsibility where the larges 
amount of common sense aud practica, 
experit-nce are required. 


Now the soldier is not a man trained tc 


economy or to inventiveness. His busi 
ness as a soldier is to spend govern men 
money freely and to destroy by bullet an 
saber whatever opposes him. Ho ride 
down growing crops, wastes whatever h 
touches, never argues—commands or els 
Obeys. That is the ideal soldier—the Phi 
Sheridan, the Marlborough. With thcs 
qualities go frequently honesty, adminis 
trative capacity, courage, but rarely th 
gift of persuasion other than by an ult 
ma turn.—Harper's Weekly.

Cause* of Gray Halm.

Many reasons have been suggested for gray 
hair. Homo assert that the cause is a con- 
traction of the bkln about the roots of it, 
and from this cause suppose that, polar 
animals become white, the cold operating 
as tho contracting power, but this theory 
is untenable, or wo might, all turn gray Lf 
wo happened to be exposed to -jwirtiuularly 
hard frosts. 
As a matter of fact, there

The more likely 
reason is that tho vltnl power is lessened 
in tho extreme ramifications of thoso al- 
most, imperceptible vessels destined to 
supply the hair with coloring lluid.

Against this theory it maybe urged t lint 
if the body IMS again invigorated the \es- 
faeis ought, according to our reasoning, to 
again gecruto the coloring lluid, but to 
this it may bo replied that the vessels 
which secrete this iluidnre so very minutu 
that upon their ceasing their junction!) 
they beeomo obliterated and nothing can 
ever restore them.—Now York Ledger.
